» Grappling With Evil Demands 
| More Than Check: List of Sins 


When a Texas preacher published a list of 679 sins, his mail was flooded 
with requests for copies. That is a pretty good-sized list and I’m not surprised 
that many curious persons were anxious to see it. A list of 679 ought just about 


to exhaust the subject of sin. For at least one reason such a listing might be valuable. This reason 
is that it indicates how very thoroughly our lives and behavior are saturated with evil. 


Yet a long list of specific sins 
does not appeal to me. First, I 
wonder if there wouldn’t be 
people who would make it into 
a check list on which they cross 
off the sins they do not commit. 
To have crossed off too few 
might give a man a sense of 
hopeless frustration and des- 
pair. To cross off many might 
make a man stumble upon one 
of the most heinous of all sins, 
pride. 

Second, such a list would un- 
doubtedly have some omissions. 
A person who took too serious- 
ly such a listing might well feel 
that he is free to do anything 
not arbitrarily placed on that 
sheet of paper. 

Third, it seems to me that 
the good Texas preacher as- 
sumed a great deal when he 
decided that he could so easily 
define sin. Who is to say that 
such and such a behavior is 
right or wrong, or that a par- 
ticular action might not be 
wrong for one person and right 
for another? 

Consider, for instance, church 
attendance. There are many 


motivations which persuade 
persons to go to church. I should 
say, generally speaking, that it 
is good for people to go to 
church.

He described the American aid 
plan as a half-billion-dollar brib- 
ery. 


“It’s an admission of their mor- 
al defeat,”’ he said. “With gold 
now they seek to buy reason. 
That’s Washington's mentality— 
to resolve problems with money, 
money, money.” 


The Catholic demonstrators — 
many of them women—were esti- 
mated at 1,500. Members of the 
congregation clashed with youths 
and chanted, “‘Cuba yes, com- 
munism, no.” 


The scene was outside the 
Church of the Capuchin Fathers, 
one of Havana’s largest and most 
beautiful in the heart of the fash- 
ionable Miramar district. 


Only a day earlier churchgoers 
in Havana’s 200-year-old Roman 
Catholic Cathedral took up the 
chant “Cuba, yes; Russia, no!” 
In the most spectacular anti-Com- 
munist display since Castro’s gov- 
ernment began veering sharply to 
the left. 


The demonstrations indicated to 
observers in this turbulent capital 
that the Roman Catholic Church 
may have decided to take a firm- 
er stand in a battle against Com- 
munist influence, but churchmer 
declined to comment on this pos- 
sibility.

Our teen-agers are not eating right—particular- 
ly our teen-age daughters! As the future mothers of 
this country their diet today is of paramount im- 
portance. And do they have problems! (Nutritional, 


that is.) 


1. They eat too many cal- 
ories—or too few. 


2. They often eat diets with 

levels below the recommended 

for calcium, iron, 

A, ascorble acid, 

, riboflavin. And girls 

are worse than boys in this re- 
spect. 


3. They have highly irregular 
eating habits and are inclined 
to go on “binges.” 


You may ask: “So what?” As 
they grow older, they will settle 
down; all this is only tempo- 
rary. 


You may be right, this state 
of affairs may change, but after 
the damage is done. 


What damage? It may sur- 
prise you, bat this age (13-20 
years) is the most “critical” 
one in growth and development 
after birth and after the first 
two or three years of life. Two 
outstanding facts can be cited 
to give some idea of the dam- 
age malnutrition (or undernu- 
trition) in adolescence can do. 


1. TUBERCULOSIS. While the 
general incidence of tuberculosis 
in many countires has been de- 
creasing, there has actually 
been an increase of incidence 
in some areas in young women. 
Every specialist is convinced 
this is due to malnutrition and 
overwork. Moreover, it is in the 
teen-age group that the most 
serious cases of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis with a high morality 
rate occur. 


2. The high incidence of the’ 
’ and 


complications of pregnancy anc 
the birth of defective infants 
among teen-age mothers. The 
state of a mother’s nutrition be- 
fore and during pregnancy af- 
fects her health during and after 
pregnancy. It also affects the 


condition of her baby at birth. 


This is also a period of con- 
siderable stress—physical and 
emotional. Accelerated growth 
rates increase nutritional re- 
quirements. Emotional 


enough can bring about a de- 
crease in ability to utilize cer- 
tain nutrients ‘especially cal- 
cium) to advantage. 


Se what to do? As parents of 
teen-agers, or pre-teeners, we 
can see that our youngsters are 
receiving a well-balanced diet 
before they reach the stage of 
capricious appetite, the “herd” 
influence, and fascination with 
the bizarre. We have noticed 
that a youngster who has had 
sound training in good food 
habits doesn’t persist in “bad” 
ones too long.
